as I suppose, a number of tbe Italaay for 
June. Your letter to Senator Wilson had 
already attracted my attention, and'I have 
since read it again. It id marked, aa every 
one who knows you would expect, by 
great power, but there are, as I think? 
some errors of fact which ought to be cor- 
rected. What Senator Wilson said in the 
AtlatUic Monthly for February about re- 
marks made to me by Mr. Stauton nearly 
thirty years ago, at Columbus, is, in sub- 
stance, quite correct. Mr. Stanton did, in 
1842, express his concurrence in the views 
relating to slavery get forth in the address 
and resolutions of the Ohio State liberty 
convention of December, 1841, of which I 
was the writer. There was, I think, at 
that time, no material difference in politi- 
cal principle between us. But be was 
identified in party relations -with the old 
line Democracy, while I thought it my 
duty to aet independently of both of the 
then great national organizations. 
He 


urged me to join the party with which he 
was connected, and declared with emphasis 
his readiness to stand by me in the sup- 
port of the principles I had proclaimed. 
More than once, on subsequent occasions, 
when withdrawn from active participation 
in politics, and absorbed in professional 
labors, he expressed his purpose to act, 
whenever he should again engage in po- 
litical action, with those who, like myself, 
were then known as independent Demo- 
crats against the nationalization of slavery. 


And yon are misinformed also, in re- 


spect to the circumstances connected with 
Mr. Stanton's appointment as Secretary of 
War in place of General Cameron. I then 
thought, and still think, I WHS well ac- 
quainted with them. General Cameron 
had expressed a wieh to retire and take the 
mission to St. Petersburg, some time before 
lie actually withdrew, and I beliovo that 
ho was the first to suggest to Mr. Lincoln 
the name of Mr. Stanton. I held inyeeli 
several hours conversations on the subject 
of General Cameron's retirement, his ap- 
pointment to St. Petersburg, and the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Stanton as his successor; 
und I called on Mr. Stanton to ascertain 
if ho would accept the post of Secretary of 
War if tendered. Ultimately, when, as I 
Bupposed, tho matter was fully understood, 
Jlr. Lincoln addressed a note to General 
Cunit'ron, tendering the mission to St. 
Petcisburg, and signifying his willing- 
ness to accept his resignation. The note 
was brief, and seemed curt. But Mr. Lin- 
coln, on his attention being drawn' to its 
terms, sftid that he intended to make it 
everything it should be, and another note 
was substituted, expressing what he de- 
clared to be his real sentiments. This is, 
I believe, as exact a statement ou its brev- 
ity admits of General Cameron's retirement 
from Mr. Lincoln's cabinet. He was not 
removed; he resigned because, as he stated 
at the time, ho preferred the mission to 
the secretaryship ; and ho did recommend 
the appointment of Mr. Stanton as hU suc- 
cessor. 


On one other point, I wish to correct 


your information, lest not mentioning I 
may seem to hare admitted its exactitude. 
You state that "the cabinet (Mr. Lincoln's) 
voted six to one in favor of surrendering 
fort Sumpter," Mr. Blair being the only 
dissentient. / never toted for Ste surren- 
der of Fort Sumpter. My grounds of op- 
position to its surrender were not, perhaps, 
the same nor so absolute as those of Mr. 
Blair, but I vas against it, and so voted. 
I was in a position to be well informed, 
and I am sure you would not willingly re- 
main in error. Before all things, justice.

Horace Grceley on Protection. 


Horace Greeley delivered an address be- 


fore the American Institute fair, from 
which we take the following- 


"One gentleman asks me: 'What is the 


use of all this ? Suppose we want a mil- 
lion tons of iron of various qualities and 
in different stages of perfection, and sup- 
pose we can buy that iron of Europe for a 
given sum of money. 
Why thould we be 


willing to pay moro money to have that 
iron mode in this country?" For two rea- 
sons : First, Because the moro money does 
not co t us moro labor and more product?, 
but the contrary! 'Why, said a good hon- 
est farmer in Connecticut,' 'I don't see 
why farmers should favor protection; it 
don't do them any good.' 
And at tho 


same time be went on and hired 100 acres 
of his land cleared of timber, and paid §10 
an acre to bavo it done. 
But the next 


year wo had a protective tariff, and an iion 
foundry was established in his neighbor- 
hood, and the founders began to make 
iron, and they came to tho uame farmer, 
and bought of him tbe timber on 200 
acres, and paid him $80 an acre for it. So 
this farmer, under proteotion.rcceivcd $30 
for the fame' timber that under the oppo- 
site policy ho was obliged to pay $10 to 
get rid of. 
Does any man fail to see that 


the additional value given to that timber 
was not merely for the farmer, but was 
for this whole country, so much added to 
our wealth by the protection policy, and 
so for millions more of acres ? That value 
was created by building,^ip a demand for 
timber in the neighborhood where it grew. 
You could not have drawn it 50 miles 
without destroying that valne. 
It was 


only by bringing a market to it, that its 
value could be created. 
When I found 


that I had on my land a largo amount of 
the shrub known as laurel— sometimes 
called rhododendrom—I began to inquire, 
since I wished to get rid of it, whether 1 
could sell it for anything; and I found 
that there was a factory 50 miles away 
that would buy it for $5 a cord; but as 
there was no factory near me, it was worth 
leas than nothing. 
Every new factory 


gives a new value to the timber, to tho 


qnently too. Ton cannot hunt or ride aa 
you used to do. You shirk from attempt- 
ing a very small offenoe; and expoaure 
to wet or cold bring* on ajoni*i»g rfce*- 
matio or neuralgia .pain* oOr tha;'*[Wt 
where you sustained tbo series of blows.

If you were'good- 
looking, you lose a portion of your good 
looks ; if you were ill-favored, your ugli- 
ness becomes more pronounced; and, 
young though yon may be, you will'find 
before long a tew gray hairs if you take, 
the trouble to look for them. Morally.tbe 
effects are not less marked. You are de- 
moralized us regards your nerve*, and 
your horse is aware.of the fact and pre- 
sumes accordingly.' Yonr temper U less 
elastic and somewhat irritable.- Yon feel 
either cowed and depressed or sublimely 
reckless when you enter a railway car- 
riage ; and whereas before you used second 
or third class carriages if your pocket in- 
clined you to economy, you now conf««* 
that cushions and a hot water tin are now 
essential to your comfort. Aa to claiming 
damages in a court of law for all these 
minute miseries, in your shaken mental 
and physical condition yon naturally 
shrink from the multiplied surgical ex- 
aminations which you would entail on 
yourself, and from the bullying to which 
you would be subjected by the opposition 
counsel. You may not have the sensation 
of perfect health and physical enjoyment 
and happiness that waa your* before, bat 
unless you have lost the sight of one eye, 
havo forgotten your name, hove fits and 
drag at least one leg after you, you need 
not expect, to receive either compensation 
or compassion. And then you lose iu 
pounds shillings and pence. Your life is 
not so good to insure—sometimes a sound 
office will reject it altogether. You call 
in the doctor moro frequently. Being less 
able to bear privations in respect of 
warmth and Inxury, your habita are of 
necessity more (expensive. You require 
more money, und you feol less capable to 
earn it. You have,' in truth, expended or 
been robbed of a good deal of vitality in a 
very short space of time; in general terms 
it may be safely said that a person who 
has been really -'severely shaken" in a rail- 
way collision loses, on a favorable compu- 
tation, at least three years out of hit life. 
Youth, resolution and a sound oonstitu- 
tiou will, no doubt, get a man over it if 
the changes are functional, not organic; 
but considering that almost invariably the 
accident In'shf have been avoided by or- 
dinary carefulness and punctuality, even 
in that cage his iujuries are a just cause ot 
provocation to the sufferer.

Calamity in Egypt.

On Sunday last, at about 4 o'clock in 


the morning, the inhabitants of this town 
were awakened by a shock, which every- 
body at once declared to be the shock of an 
earthquake, but which was really the effect 
of the explosion of a magazine, in which 
had been stored a number of cases filled ' 
with gun-cotton that had only lately ar- 
rived from Trieste. The Austrian riant« 
facturen had warned the authorities he:e 
that thia cotton would have to be turnea 
daily, aa it waa liable to spontaneous igni- 
tion ; but thu, in all likelihood, was soon 
forgotten, and the result is the misfortune 
I have to write about. The magazine waa 
situated in the quarter of tho town called 
Kom-el-Dyck. (The Cock's Hill,) a calcare- 
ous rock, where stood in olden timea a thea- 
tre,and which until lately wai covered with 
Arab but*; but where Europeans and Syr- 
ians, having discovered the salubrity of 
the epot, had built houses and villa* with 
gardens. A great number of these are 
now either destroyed or more or less in- 
jured, aa the huge stones with which tbe 
magaxine had been built had beea sent 
with a lateral force against the bouses, and 
bombarded them, in some oaaea completely 
destroying them, in other cases going 
through several walls and doing Tittle 
harm. Tbe house of Mr. Wilaon, an Eng- 
lish resident, waa completely dentrayed, 
yet though ihe rooms were filled with 
store*, he and hif family were not injured 


wonderful escape, indeed. Beyond 


the destruction of the house* in the imme- 
diate quarter, no greater mischief wae 
done to property than tbe breaking of 
windows in nearly all the house* situ- 
ated within, a quarter of a mile from 
the magazine, but the loas of life oo 
oaaionedby the accident, arising from 
carelessness, U very great.

There is no excitement hereabouts at 


present. There are a few Indiana here, but 
not in any great cumber; they are all off 
to the northwest, in tho region of Big 
Horn and Sweet Water. In compliance 
with the stipulations of tho late treaty, 
early next season '.here will ba a trading 
post established at Rawhide Buttes, and
